tion, Mrs. James E. Hayes, president | 


of the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, has sent a message to 


'the presidents of the federated or-:| 


_Sanizations in the state. 

This appeal 
club women was sent ¢o the presi- 
_dents of all federated organizations 
| asking for action from them. 

Action has been taken by many of 
| them, among these the Macon Wom.- ' 
an's club and the Augustma Woman’: . 
| club, both of which express their in- 

i tention of standing to the resolution 
on suffrage as passed in Columbus 

‘and of staying with the Georgia 

| federation. : 

In the meantime Mrs, Hayes has 
sent to her club leaders the follow- 
ing communication: | 

Montezuma, Ga., December 4, 1919. | 
| My Dear Madame President. 

Above the tumult of the hour and 
the clash of the centuries, there 
comes to us the voice of the Great- 
est One the world has ever known , 
“Every city or house 
itself shall not 


saying to us; 
divided adgainst 
| stand.” 

| We are cenfronted at this time 
with an appeal for a division in 
‘the Georgia Federation #1 Woman's 
clubs that would mean its disrup- 


tion. 

In their zeal for what to them 
appears a principle, some of our 
good friends and most earnest ad- 
vocates of organized aad federated 
/'woman'’s work have circularized 
each club of our organization in 
'Georgia with a request to  with- 
draw from the federation of the 
state. 

This has grown out of the action 
of the recent convention, in Colum- 
bus, regarding the suffrage ques- 
‘tion. Because of this\f crave your 
consideraticn of 

Some Histe..y. i 

For four years past this question 
has been a constantly recurring one 
with our organization. Possibly ev- 
ery club represented and every del- 
egate present at Columbus knew 
that the matter would come up 
there. When it was presented, ina 
resolution introduced by Mrs. 38. L. 
Cc. Morgan, of Savannah, it came 
hefore the cofivention upon a fa- 
vorable report from the resolutions 
committee, to which it had sguto- 
matically been referred. 

I as acting president, immedi- 
‘ately announced the following rul- 
e resolution involving this question was 
submitted to the convention at Macon in 
1916 in a resolution offered by Mrs. B. C. 
| Morgan. Mrs. Walter Grace raised the 
|point of order that it could not be consider- 
'ed since it was out of order in that it con- 
flicted with the constitution of the Geor- 
gia Federation, having reference to article | 
2 of the constitution. The chair sustained 
the point and ruled ‘the question out of , 
order.’ From this decision an appeal was | 
made. ‘A vote of the convention was tak- | 
en and the ruling of the chair sustained.’ | 
(Minutes, 1916, page 10.) ‘Therefore, the 
precedent ruling having been so, and it 
having been sustained by vote of the con- 
vention, the chair feels it her duty, with- 
out regard to her personal wishes, to rule ' 
that this matier is out of order and its | 
consideration inhibited by the. constitution 
|of the Georgia Federation.’”’ 
An appeal was trken from the 
‘ruling of the chair, which appeal | 
was sustained by vote of the con- 
vention. After argument pro. andj, 
con, Mrs. John N. Holder called | 
for the question, the call being sus- 
tained. Then the motion to adopt 
‘the resolution declaring in favor of, 
suffrage was carried by a rising 
‘vote ef 85 for and 40 ggainst, or 
more than two to one. | 

Now Some Facts, 

Representatives of both sides of 
' this question approached me before | 
the matter came before the conven-. 
tion, inqviring what my ruling 
would be. J frankly told them, and 
all expressed themselves as satis- | 
fied. 
| The resolution came up in regu- 
order, without camouflage: or 
sjeception, was regularly voted upon 

nd adopted. Mrs. J. K. Ottley, of 
Atlanta, who has by intimation been 
'viven some ulterior motive and 
| purpose in the matter, was, within 
j}my personal knowledge, among 
| those who voted to sustain the rul- 
‘ing of the chair that the resolu- 
tion was out of-order.

TO POULTRY RUPTURE 


Blood spots in eggs are due to the 
escape of drops of blood from rup- 
tured blood vessels, which generally 
occur at the time the yolk is re- 
leased from the ovary and enters 
the oviduct, where it receives: the 
coating of albumin or “white.” 
These tiny hemorrhages are thought

cessive use of stimulants or highly 
concentrated foods: or they may be 
caused by the genéral breaking 
down of a hen’s vitality. The first 
eggs of pullets sometimes contain 
blood spots, though more frequently 
the shells of the eges are smeared 
with a little blood.

BOUT thirty years ago the own- 
A ers of a large oil refinery whose 

plants are so placed as to be 
convenient to the waters of New 
York harbor confessed that they were 
much perplexed, even annoyed, by the 
fact that in the refining of patroleum 
& product was developed which was 


not only a waste product but even | 


worse than that, for it was harmful. 

There seemed to be no method of 
easily and with little cost disposing 
of this waste product It was neces- 
sary to be careful in the handling of 
it, since it was highly inflammable. 
At last these managers perfecteq@ a 
method of ridding themselves of this 
nuisance, for in that term they spoke 
of this waste product. 

In the evening or late at night, 
when no one was observing what they 
did, they caused this waste product to 
be brought from the refineries to the 
waters of New York harbor and then 
dumped into the water at ebb tide so 
that this product could be speedily 
carried out to the ocean and there ab- 
sorbed. 

Nevertheless there were some men 
of scientific turn of mind who were 
strongly persuaded that science and 
invention might yet demonstrate the 
mannér in which this waste product 
could be utilized that it would cease 
to be a nuisance and might become 
of commercial value. 


Many experiments and tests were | 


made so that it might be learned 
whether or not this waste product 
could be made of use. There hap- 
pened to be an inventor who lived 
within convenient distance of New 
York who was experimenting in the 
construction and operation of that 
kind of craft which is now called 
motor boats. 

It. occurred to this inventor that 
possibly this waste product might be 
so employed as to be available in the 
driving of the internal combustion en- 
gine. He made experiments and at 


last came to the managers of the re- 
finery and said that he had discovered 


in the waste product qualities which 
would make it of the highest value in 


the operation of the internal combus- | 


tion engines. 

He was told that he could have all 
that waste product that he could take 
away and he speedily availed him- 
self of that offer. In a little while 
the world knew that the ideal prod 
uct for the creation of energy through 
the action of an internal combustion 
engine had been secured. 

To this product the name of ;aso- 


line was given, and from that almost | 
accidental beginning there has grown, 


the manufacture of gasoline on so 
great a scale that 
spoken of as one of the chief products 
obtained from petroleum 

In fact, J. W. Coast, Jr., who is a 
high authority upon all the processes 
which are used in the refining of 
crude oil, stated recently that gaso- 
line is at present the most valuable 
product obtained by scientific moth- 
ods from crude petroleum. The rea- 
son why it is thns spoken of is to be 
found chiefly in the extensive use of 
the automobile. s

required to tend the _ coal-burning 
fpparatus. 

It has been said that fuel oil is the 
product of least value. Heavy fuel 
oil taken from the still is blended toa 
certain fixed gravity with gas oil if 
it is to be efficient as fuel oil. Science 
however, pointed out another method 
of treating crude oil so as to make it 
available for what is call-u road oil. 

Road oil has come into very wide 
use, not only in the construction, but 
in the preservation of high ‘xys for 
automobile traffic. But in order to 
secure road oil, science demo strated 
that it is necessary to distil th: crude 
oil until the residium meet the prop- 
er test and then it is not -.ecessary 
to add any gas oil. 

At one time the distillatio: of crude 
oil was carried to the point of dry- 
ness, whereby a small percentage of 
petroleum coke was left in the still. 
This was at first thought a absolute 
waste product, but ina little while the 
men of science pointed out that  in- 
stead of having no value, it, on the 
other hand, possessed a very high 
commercial value. 

For petroleum coke is almost pure 
carbon and it is now so utilized that it 
has become almost invaluavle in the 
manufacture of electric light carbons 
and in metallurgical indus ies. 

Another quality possessed by petro- 
leum coke was discovered by the great 
scientist, Dr. E. G. Acheson, to be of 
such character as to make it espe 
cially available, by means of a process 
of his own invention, for the manu- 
facture of artificial graphite. 

Millions of pounds of this graphite 
are nOw made every yea. by the for- 
mula invented by Dr. Acheson. And 
the raw material which is used to pro- 
duce artificial graphite is of two .inds, 
one obtained from petroleum coke and 
the other from anthracite coal. 


SCIENCE 
INCREASES SUPPLY. 

Recently the men of science who 
are employed by the managers of the 
oil industry of the United States have 
discovered a new method’ whereby 
there may be increased yields of gas- 
oline. Reference was made to this 
earlier in this article. 

The manufacturers of gasoline call 
this method the “eracking” process. 
It converts low-priced gas oil into 
gasoline and kerosene and is one of 
the most interesting of mechanical 
and chemical processes which the 
modern development of the oi] indus- 
try now illustrates. “Cracking” is pro- 
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The process has only recently come 
into use and is regarded as not yet 
perfectly developed. When it is it 
will undoubtedly tend to rel eve the 
apprehension that the demand for 
gasoline will be greater than the sup- 
ply, because this process makes it 
possible ‘o secure a greater yield of 
gascline than the old process. Many 
have been the improvements in the 
refining of crude oil, especially since 
the year 1910. There seems to be no 
feature o* applied chemistry which is 
not to a greater or les ier extent a 
factor in the development from crude 
petroleum of many wonderful and 
commercially valuable by-products. 


One of the great authorities on the 
oil industry recently stated that the 
refining of crude ~il is likely to be 
Carried within the next ten years to a 
point much farther than the present 
development of by-products repre- 
sents, although ten years ago no one 
in the oil industry would have dream- 
ed that scietice and invention would, 
in the course of a few years, dein- 
onstrate how crude petroleum, the oil 
as it comes from the ground, can be 
so handled and mastered by chemical 
and mechanical means as to produce 
~ almost endless variety of by-prod- 
ucts, 


Already the leaders in .he oil in- 
dustry of the United States have giv- 
en full recognition to the value of 
scientific methods »- a the necessity 
of employing highly trained men so 
that this industry may be advanced 
to a point far beyond that which it 
has at present attained. The leaders 
now predict that within the next ten 
years the advances will be greater 
than any that have been madé in the 
past. 

dust wefore the efvil war be_an a 
little well in western Pennsylvania 
was drilled »y Colonel E. L. Drake. 
It produced in the year 1859 two 
thousand barrels of oil. nt thie vis- 
ible production was of far less im- 
portanee than the vista of the future 
of the oil industry which it made pos- 
sible. 

Of course, not even Colonel Drake 
was able to imagine or picture forth 
in his mind’s eye a production of oil 
in the United States sixty years later 
which would amount to nearly three 
hundred and fitty million barrels in 
the year 1918. ; 

Nor could anyone have imagined the 
possibilities which lay coficealed in 
the oi] as it came from iue earth. No 
one thought of any other uge for pe- 
troleum than its utilization for house- 
lighting purposes.

FORMED FROM 
SIMPLE PROPERTIES. 

When crude petroleum somes from 
the wells and is taken by means of 
pipe lines or tank cars to the refiner 
it _onsists of a most curious, almost 
unimaginable, and certainly very com- 
plex, mixture of a large number of 
compounds. 

it is the union of these compounds, 
which began in prehistoric times, 
that at last placed beneath the sur- 
face of the earth in various localities 
crude oil. Chief among the compounds 
were hydrogen and carbon. There 
were also some impurities, especially 
an infusion of sulphur. 

When men of science began’ to 
make research they did not realize 
that they were on their way to the 
production of the by-pro¢uct which 
would at last be utilized the world 
over for the propulsion of automobiles, 
air craft and also to some extent sta- 
tionary engines. That product was a 
simple combination of hydrogen and 
carbon. 

One of the great masters of science, 
Dr. Peter Cooper Hewitt, whore in- 
vention of the mercury vapor light, 
gained world-wide renown, said, when 
speaking of gasoline, that it was nct 
easy to imagine an efficient producer 
of force which would be cheaper than 
gasoline, for, he said, “gasoline is 
made by the union of two cheap and 
universal gases, carbon and hydro- 
gen.” 

When the men 2f science ere 
called into service ’ leaders in the 
oil industry realize ‘at it was nec- 
essary to take this pound ¢. hy- 
drocarbon oil, which ‘is the base of 
crude petroleum, and then by certain 
chemical agencies, and to some extent 
mechanical, separate the mixture of 
these oils into various groups each 
one of which would be of commercial 
utility. 

It was also vital that impurities 
such as sulphur be removed The 
separation of the crude mixture into 
the various products is made possible 
because the compounds differ each 
from the otherinsevaral particulars, 
one beingthateachoneof the com- 
pounds has a different boiling point 
from the other. Or #© be more ex- 
plicit, science discovered that hydro- 
gen carbons that are found in gasoline 
boil at a very low temperature, while 
on the other hand, lubricating oils 
boil at a very high temperature. 

Mr. Coast, in speaking of this fea- 
ture of the science of refining, has 
recently said that this mixture of 
different boiling product& can _ be 
easily explained so that a layman 
can understand it by referring to the 
mixture of alcohol and water. Alco- 
hol boils at a hundred and seventy- 
three degrees on the other hand, 
water boila at two hundred and 
twelve degrees. 

Therefore, if a mixture of the two 
is put into a still and heated, alcohol 
will irst distill over at 173 degrees 
heat. Z 
In that way almost all the alcohol 
{s boiled out. Then the temperature 
will increase until finally all the al- 
cohol is gone, while the pure water 
distills over when 212 degrees of heat 
are reached. 

So also crude oil is placed in a still 
and heated very slowly; kL that way 
each of the compounds will distill over 
separately when its own peculiar boil- 
ing point is reached. 

Therefore, one of the compounds is 
separated from the other and can be 
handled separately until at I.st all of 
the compounds have responded to the 
degree of heat necessary to release 
each one of the compounds has a 
ence discovered that anot! :r charac- 
teristic of hydrocarbons is the act that 
each of the compounds has a weight 
of its own. 

The weight of the oil is measured 
by the means of an apparatus. Some- 
times people wonder in what way sci- 
ence demonstrated the method by 
means of which impurities car be re- 
moved. The method is very simple, 
although it is rather technical to set 
forth in an article of this kind. But 
it can best be described by saying. 
that science demonstrated that the 
sulphur and the tar which are con- 
tained in crude petroleum can be re- 
moved by treating crude oil with an 
acid. Sulphuric acid and caustic soda 
are employed. 

The sulphuric acid acts upon the 
impurities. It is then drawn off and 
is thoroughly washed ov of the ol! by 
ah infusion of water. Afterward, a 
solution of caustic soda is added 
whereby all traces of the oil are re 
moved. The process is very simple, 
but it required considerable research 
and invention in order to perfect it. 

Perhaps in no line of modern in- 
dustry has the seryices o° men of 
science, supplemented by those of the 
inventors, been of so great valine as 
has been the case with the oil indus 
try. And yet it is the opinion o: the 
ablest men in the industry, as it is 
the expectation of the men of science, 
that hereafter many new *;-products 
obtained from petroleum, all of them 
of commercial value, wiN be discov- 
ered, utilized and become as valuable 
perhaps as gasoline, kerosene or l!t- 
bricating oil

RESIGNED ONCE 
ON AIR QUESTION. 


Somewhere about January 15, 1915, 
I submitted by resignati-n as first 
sea lord to Mr. Churchill because of 
the supineness manifested by the 
high authorities as regards aircraft; 
and I then prophesied the raids over 
London in particular and all over 
England, that by and by cau.ed sev- 
eral millions sterling of damage and 
an infinite fright. 

I refer to my resignation on the 
aircraft question with some fear and 
trembling of denials; however, I have 
a copy of my letter, so it’s all right. 
I withdrew my resignation at the re- 
quest of authority, because authority 
said that the war office and not the 
admiralty were responsible and would 
be held responsible, The aircraft 
belonged to the war office: why on 
earth couldn’t I mind my own busi- 
ness? 

Recently I fortuned to meet Mr. 
Holt Thomas, and he brought to my 
recollection what was quite a famous 


ernoon. 


meeting at the admiralty. 
er I became first sea lord on October 
31, 1914, I had called together at the 
admiralty a great company of all in- 
terested in the air; for at that mo- 
ment I had fully satisfied myself that 
small airships with a speed of 650 
miles an hour would be of inesti- 
mable value against submarines and 
also for scouting purposes near the 
coast. So they proved. 

And now we've reached the epoch 
—prodigious in its advent—when pos- 
itively the air commands and domi- 
nates both land and sea; and we 
shall witness quite shortly a com- 
bination in one structure of the air- 
plane, the airship, the parachute, the 


. common balloon, and an aerial tor- 


pedo, which will both astound people 
by its simplicity and by its extraordi- 
nary possibilities, both in war and 
commerce (the torpedo will become 
cargo in commerce). The airplane 
has now to keep moving to live—but 
why should it? The aerial gyroscopic 
locomotive torpedo suspended by a 
parachute has a tremendous signifi- 
cance, 

And let no one think lIfke the os- 
trich that burying one’s head in the 
sand will make invention desist. At 
the first Hague peace conference, in 
1899, when I was one of the British 
delegates, huge nonsense was talked 
about the amenities of war. War 
has no amenities, although Mr. Nor- 
man Angell attacked me in print for 
saying so. It’s like two innocents 
playing singléstick; they agree, when 
they begin, not to hit hard, but it 
don’t last long! Like fighting using 
only one fist against the other man 
with two; the other fist damn soon 
comes out! The ancient who form- 


Soon aft-; ulated that “all’s fair im love and 
war” enunciated a great natural prin- 


ciple. 


GERMAN SUBMARINE 
MINE BELT. 


AS quite a young lieutenant, with 


extraordinary imprudence, I told the 
then first sea lord of the admiralty 
that the Hertz German submarine 
mine, which I had seen a few days 
before in Kiel harbor, would so far 
revolutionize sea warfare as possibly 
to prevent one fleet pursuing another, 
by the fleet that was flyin, dropping 
submarine mines in its wake; and 
certainly that sudden sea operations 
of the old Nelsonic type would seri- 
ously be interfered with. He very 
good humoredly sent me away as a 
young desperado, as he remembered 
that I had been a lunatic in prophe- 
sying the doom of masts and sails, 
which were still then magnificently 
supreme, and the despised engineer 
yet hiding his diminished head had 
to keep the smell of oily oakum away 
from the noses of the lords of the 
ship. 

That same Hertz mine in all its es- 
sentials remains still “the king of 
mines,” and if only in those years 
immediately preceding the war we had 
manufactured none else, 
trying to improve on it, we should 
have bagged no end of big game. 
But as it was, our mines were squibs; 
the enemy’s ship always steamed 
away and got into harbor, while ours 
always went down plump. 

The policy of the submarine mine 
favored us, but our authorities 
couldn’t see it.

We were 
pusillanimous, and we were the jel- 
ly-fish. By half the measures we 
adopted we enjoyed neither the one 
advantage nor the other, 

We really are a very peculfar peo 
ple.

BRITAIN GIVES US CREDIT FOR VICTORY 


(Continued from last Sunday) 


The villages of Louppy and Re- 
monville were easily captured, and in 
the evening the troops of one regi- 
ment swam the Loison and captured 
Jametz. The French, on thejr right, 
eaptured Dar:villers, +-hile two com- 
panies on the left of the Fifth pushed 
north, capturing Mouzon. Then the 
Ninetieth division captured Stenay, 
advancing across the river and the 
canal through deep marshes till it 
yeahed the main road, while farther 
north the Second division,-the night 
before the armistice was signed, 
crossed the Meuse under the heaviset 
opposition near Mouzon and Letanne. 
It was the final American drama of 
the war. At Mouzon the bridges 


were shot away as fast as the en- 
gineers laid them, and the Germans, 
taking a last revenge on the division 
that had fought them so well at the 


Marne and St. Mihiel, in the Cham-' 


pagne and now in the Argonne- 
Meuse, poured a deadly machine-gun 
fire into the troops. 

Yet they crossed. Wower down the 


‘river at Letanne, where the Germans 


only suspected but did not know that 
the Americans would cross, there 
were not at first the same difficul- 
ties. The Germans throughout the 
night maintained a constaat fire on 
the roads, but the river was more or 
less clear of fire. The Americans 
here rowed over rafts and securely 
lashed the first one to the other side, 
joined them together with ropes so 
as to form a perfect bridgeway. 

The exploit was carried out with 
clockwork precision, each man hayv- 
ing his appointed task, and the Ger- 
mans quickly discovered what was 
happening, and the bridge became al- 
most impassable under the hail of 
billets that covered the river. But 
the Second division crossed and si- 
lenced the Germans ensconced on the 


hights of the river. 

When the order came for fightjng 
to cease on November 11, all the po- 
sitions had been maintained and the 
Fifth divison was knee-deep in mud 
in the wilderness of the Woev-e 


‘to the right_of the Fifth division on 


November 10, and advanced several 
kilometers west of Brandeville that 
day in a fog and was ready for a new 
attack when the armistice was signed. 

The signing of the armistice and 
the cessation of hotsilities came as a 
great surprise to the American 
troops, despite all the ru.oors of ap- 
proaching peace. The men in the 
line in many places were more in- 
clined to think that the order to 
cease firing at 11 in the morning of 
November 11 was a new form of 
strategy than the actual termination 
of fighting. In the Argonne-Meuse 
sector the Americans viewed with joy 
in their hearts the measure of their 
,accomplishment. There had been a

529, of whom. 15,599 were killed. 
They had fought 607,212 Germans 
with a force of 631,405 Americans and 
138,000 French; killed; wounded or 
taken prisoners 126,500 of the enemy, 
penetrated forty-seven kilometers 
into the German lines, and liberated 
1,550 square kilometers of territory 
for the French, with 150 villages and 
towns. In prisoners they took 316 
officers and 15,743 men, while 468 
guns, 2,864 machine guns and 177 
trench mortars fell into their hands. 

On September 26, the first day of 
the drive, the First army fired 313,087 
rounds of ammunition from 2,775 
guns. 

What part the Americans played jn 
the achievement of the capitulation 
of the Germans it is, of course, diffi- 
cult to exactly estimate. But of this 
there is not the slightest doybt. 
The Americans startled the wermans 
by their audacity and willingness to 


great game of war, and by their per- 
sistency and determination to impose 
their will on the enemy during the 
Meuse-Argonne fighting, had remark- 
ed that it was not difficult to repulse 
waves of Americans providing their 
troops did not become intimidated, 
but, unfortunately for the Germans, 
intimidation was inevitable.

No army in Europe Was stronger 
than the Americans at the close of 
the war. What they required in expe- 
rience they compensated for in num- 
bers and freshness. On November 10 
the First army had been turned over 
to Major General Hunter Liggett, 
while a Second army, under Major 
General Robert L. Bullard, had been 


formed. General] Pershing became 


commander of the first American 
group of armies. 

The Second army made a one-day 
attack on the front from north of St. 
Mihiel to the Moselle north of Point 
a’ Mousson and captured St. Hiller, 
while with the British, the Second 
corps, composed of the Twenty-sev- 
enth and Thirtieth divisions, at the 
end of September, assaulted and 
broke the Hindenburg line where the 
St. Quentin canal passes through a 
tunnel under a ridge, while the Thir- 
ty-seventh and Ninety-first, in Bel- 
gium with General Mangin’s army, 
drove the enemy across the Escaut 
river and reached Audenarde,. Then 
the Germans undoubtedly knew that 
the Americans were prepared for a 
further attack. 

November 14 was the day selected 
when the cream of the American 
forces, in what would have been the 
greatest drive of the war, were to 
shatter the Germans in an attack 
trough Lorraine and Alsace, and that 


day would indeed have been a great | 


day in American history. Fighting 
with a freshness that none could 


equal, with an ardor that only troops 
new to warfare know, with an intelli- 
gence that {fs given to few, the Amer- 
icans, although their artillery, air- 
planes and tanks were almost all 
French, and only the transport, 
equipment, ammunition and rifles 
were American, were the greut hopes 
of the allies, the force that was to 
swing the balance against Germany. 
In saying that that hope was more 
than fulfilled, that the weight in the 
balance was indeed heavy and decis- 
ive, we have expressed what every 
impartial Englishman associated with 
the American forces in battle can em- 
phatically affirm. America did jus 
tice to her greatness. Her sons were 
the sons of a virile and fruitful na 
tion, and those sons fought with a 
spirit, a nerve and a power that saw 
the end of the war and the defeat of 
Germany.

Marie Spiridonova, who Weighs Less Than 100 Pounds, Sits in Her Office in Petrograd and Tells Lenin What to Do. 
She Is Still Young-Looking and Pretty, a Murderess, and Is Regarded by the Peasants as a Semisupernatural Being. 
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F all women, Russian women 
are the most individualistic, 
personally most striking. They 

have personality to a greater degree 
than women of any othér nation. 

The Russian woman, when she {fs 
herself, absolutely dominates the Rus- 
alan man. Now they are finding out 
‘ that Lenin, the czar of the proletatre, 
fs dominated by a Russian woman. 
The Russian leaders of the various 
revolutions act as if they were under 
the influence of women. They “go the 
whole hog.” For them there is no 
‘such thing as compromise. It is “Uto- 
pla or bust.” Which is a woman's 
way. Women are the poorest compro- 
fmisers in the world. Until taught by 
ynen, women do not know that such a 
thing as compromise exists. When 
they do become aware of its existence 
they do not like it. What woman did 
you ever see who would give up any 
part of what was her children’s? 
That’s where they get their uncompro- 
mising character. They want it all 
when they want it at all. 

Take the women who have served 
time for violation of the United States 
espionage law. Emma Goldman, Kate 
O’Hare and Rose Pastor Stokes have 
all gone farther than any man would 
go. When a woman throws the dice 
of fate she throws for keeps. She 
throws in all she has got and “shoots 
the bunch.” 

Such a woman is Marie Spiridonova, 
queen of the Russian peasants. Decent 
folk have never heard of Marie Spiri- 
donova. Women who are “Reds” in 
politics know of her. The Bolsheviki 
and near-Bolsheviki of the ghettos 
now know of her. Washington Square 
people, the bobbed-hair women who 
talk of art and revolution and sip red 
ink and:call it wine divine know of 
her. She fs a Russian. Being a Rus- 
sian and known in America she is, of 
course, a revolutionist? You bet, Ma- 
rie Spiridonova is a revolutionist, red 
as the sunset and as terroizing as an 
eathquake. To the Rusian aristocracy 
her name sounds like the thunder of 
1,900 cannon. Dangerous? As the 
plague. She has an idea that 100,000,- 
000 Russian moujiks or peasants should 
rule themselves and the _ 15,000,000 
aristocrats and bourgeoise who ruled 
them. Marie Spiridonova was a dan- 
gerous woman. She did not believe 
that the finest object of life was for 
six people to slave that one person 
might be rich and live at ease. 

Shakes Rassia 
Like a Rug. 

Then came the day when Marie Spir- 
idonova picked up Russia in her smal! 
hands and shook it as a woman might 
shake a small rug. When she got 
through shaking it, the 15,000,000 aris- 
tocrats had been loosed from the com- 


fortable locations in the rug and the 
135,000,000 peasants workingmen were 
walking all over it as if they owned it. 

Came Kerensky, who loved peace 
and placatio. Marie Spiridonova could 
have saved him and his government if 
she would. She never compromised; 
she hated compromise. Kerensky was, 
like most men, fond of compromise. 
So she let him go. Then came Lenin 
and Trotsky. Marie Spiridonova can 
break them any time she pleases. It 
was Marie Spiridonova who made Len- 
in and Trotsky leaders of the city 
workers when the peasants were about 
to destroy them. When the peasants 
seemed about to slip away from them, 
Lenin and Trotsky threw Marie Spi- 
ridonova in prison. They would 
cheerfully have had her shot had they 
dared. They merely tried to scare 
her, to induce her to keep the peasants 
on their side. But for two years Ma- 
rie Spiridonova was queen of the po- 
litical revels in Red Russia, where hu- 
man life was not worth the proverbial 
straw. And no life was worth less 
than that of the pale, spirituelle gir! 
who is “la Reine de la Revolution,” as 
the French call her. 

Marie Spiridonova 
a “Live Wire.” 

She’s a bit of a small “kid,” this 
Marie Spiridonova, with big blue Slav 
eyes, the ivory-colored skin of the 
Slav and a tumult of black hair show- 
ering about her head. She is 30 years 
old now, yet she is so slim and frail 
that Americans would call her “kid.” 
She comes of well-to-do, God-fearing 
bourgeoise people in Tambof. Her fa- 
ther, is or was, a well-to-do merchant, 
a big man in the Russian way, a free 
liver, a generous, whole-souled fellow. 
He always said when Mmenting what 
his self-willed daughter had done that 
there never had been, until she cx 
along, a touch of Nihilism or Bolshe- 
vism in the honorable, well-to-do Spiri- 
donova family. He reared his Hittle 
daughter as a good Russian, to revere 
the Czar as head of the church and as 
head of the nation, to bow before the 
priests and before the ikons, to read 
books approved by the bishop and by 
her parents and to look forward to a 
good marriage with a comfortable hus- 
band some day. Then Gospodin Spiri- 
donova made the cardinal mistake of 
sending Marie to college to get a good 
education. 

Marie Spiridonova was, natlurally, a 


“live wire.” She wore a calm Slavic 
exterior. But under the tvory skin 
and behind the big blue eyes and in 
the slender figure was a spirit that 
seéthed with sensibility. She was as 
& lyre to the winds of revolutionary 
speech and thought. She met students 
who were Nihilists and Socialists, and 
her soul responded to their words. 
She read books of which the Czar, his 
Ministers, her parents and the priest 
would not have approved. From these 
books, from what she heard and, above 
all, from what she saw, Marie Spirido- 
nova got the idea that 85 of every 190 
Russians were being cruelly oppressed 
and that thé women were most op- 
pressed of all. Then, like a Russian 
woman, she did not go about wanting 
to know what was to be done about it. 
She made up het mind that she was 
going to “do something.” For all of 
her feeling for the herd, Marie Spiri- 
donova was a supreme individualist. 
Most women, especially most Russian 
women, are individualists. Ever read 
Maxim Gorki’s story of his life and his 
picture of his grandmother? 

Imbued with the feeling that it was 
up to her to “do something” to over- 
turn the throne of the Romanoffs with 
her small, white, Slavic hand, if neea 
be, Marie Spiridonova got into what 
her parents would consider mighty 
bad company. Her companions were 
Anarchists and others, who talked of 
throwing bombs at all the aristocrats. 
Her father, easy-going Russian that he 
was, admired and indulged his ivory- 
skinned little daughter. Russians are 
accustomed to being governed by their 
intensely individualistic women. He 
attended to his business, and when his 
little Marie sprung her anarchistic 
stuff on him he merely smiled, stroked 
her tremendous coils of coal-black 
bair that might very well have elec- 
trified his hand and said. “You read 
too much, little one.” But he did not 
worry a bit. Many fine young men 
were coming to tea and to see Marie, 
who was pretty and sure to make 3 
good marriage. Marriage is awfully 
good for young girls. It tames them 
so. But in her heart Marie was mar- 
ried to herself. She was intensely itn- 
dividualistic, and she wanted to “do 
something.” Russian women are doers: 
Russian men are talkers. Worn with 
listening to their men talk and talk 
and talk, Russian women have been 
customed to cut loose and “do some- 
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thing,” mostly make a “rough house,” 
even if they have to throw a bomb and 
take a few lives to do that something. 
Listening to Russian men talking, 
talking and never doing anything 
drives the Russian women to raise 
Cain, blow the lid off, do something. | 
Picks Autocratic 

Governor for Victim, 

All this was in the days of the Czar 
and the well-bred tyranny which made 
85 per cent of all Russians slaves that 
15 per cent might talk French and 
drink tea afternoons in the drawing 
rooms of Petrograd, Moscow, Kieff and 
other big towns. There were innu- 
merable petty autocrats all over Rus- 
sia. Marie may have had her “do 
something eye” on the pitiful little 
puppet called the Czar (Caesar) or 
she may have in her heart chosen one 
of his cruel Ministers—Trepoff, Po- 
binoffsky, etc.—for her especial vic- 
tim. But she was far away from head- 
quarters of the tyranny in Tamboy. 
She had to do something, so she pick- 
ed the best thing she could—Lupien- 
ofsky, the autocratic governor of her 
native citys Marie Spiriodonova was 
a practical idealist. She could not get 
the tyrant she wanted. She chose the 
best at hand. 

Marie Spiridonova became quite cer- 
tain that Lupiensofsky should be sent 
on his way via the bomb route. She 
no doubt thought that if enough of the 
hated governing class could be “bump- 
ed off” the cowed peasants would arise. 
All that was needed, to speak the 
truth, was enough Marie Spiridonova. 
In any event, she quietly made up her 
mind to kill Lupiensofsky. It was all 
quite simple to her individualistic. 
Slavish mind. She had a hand and a 
will. She could get a bomb. She 
could approach Laupienofsky. She 
could toss the bomb at his feet. That 
was all there would be to it. They 
would of course kill her, but all over 
Russia thousands of other Maries 
would arise to kill the thousands of 
Lupienofskys that oppressed the mil- 
lions of Russian people. It is not 
likely that Marie Spiridonova thought 
of this angle. She believed that it 
would be a good thing for Tamboy and 
the Russian people that Lupienofsky 
should die. Therefore why should she 
not kill him? 

Marie was 19 years old then. Had 
she been an American she would have 
been graduating out of high school or 
preparing to go to college. In Rus- 
sia, Darkest Russia, the stress of life 
had made her a woman at 19. She 
had serious work on hand. She was 
going to rid Russia of at least one 
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brutal oppressor, 

She knew that Luplenofsky would 
arrive at a certain railroad station at 
a certain hour. She was at the sta- 
tion before the hour. Lupienofsky ar- 
rived. His military escort was about 
him. That did not worry Marie Spiri- 
donova in the least. She stood, cool as 
ice, in the shade of the station. Her 
fingers felt for the butt of her revolver. 
Lupienofsky approached. Without a 
tremor. Marie Spiridonova drew her 
pistol and shot him through the heart. 


Sentenced to 
Siberia. 

There was a tremendous hubbub, 
usual among Russian men. They ran 
this way and that. Marie Spiridonova 
never “batted an eye,” to use an 
It is said that 
she even “broke her gun” and blew 
the smoke and sulphur fumes out of it 
preparatory to returning it to her 
pocket. Then the Cossacks seized her. 
They cuffed and kicked her, threw her 
over a horse and galloped her away to 
jail. They tore off her clothes and 
thrust. her in a cell. The secret police 
gave her the Russian “third degree.” 
Who were her accomplices? Marie 
Spiridonova looked at them coldly and 
turned silently away. They whipped 
her and burned her body with cigar- 
ette tips. Marie Spiridonova would not 
speak. This they kept up for days. 
The treatment given her was cruel, 
but somehow she survived. Russian 
women are vital human beings. 

For some reason or other, probably 
because no one liked Lupienofsky and 
because even his Cossacks were glad 
that he was dead, Marie Spiridonov2 
was not put to death. Instead she was 
sent to Siberia. 

A small, frail girl, weighing scarce 
100 pounds, softly bedded when at 
home and tenderly cared for by her in- 
dulgent father and mother, Marte Spir- 
idonova did not die. She spent eleven 
years in Siberia. There she managed 
to educate herself more fully than if 
she had remained at home in Tamboy. 
She learned, with the Slavish facility 
for the acquisition of tongues, all the 
leading languages of Europe—Eng- 
lish, French, German, Italian. She 
was taking up the Asiatic tongues 
when the revolution broke loose in 
1917. Marie Spiridonova was a free 
woman. 

Like an avatar of the oppressed 
Marie Spiridonova returned from Si- 
beria. She had done the thing that 
millions upon millions of Russian 
men had wished to do and dared not to 
do, and she had suffered therefor. She 
made no fuss about the doing and no 
fuss about paying for the doing. It 
was all quite simple. There was a 
tyrant who should be killed. Marie 
Spiridonova killed him. She was aent 
to Siberia and paid her stint. Even a 
child could understand all that. Now 
she was coming back to Russia of the 
talkers. She did not talk. She did 
something. She had a record. What 
was moive natural that the always 
talking and never doing Russian man 
Should turn to Marie Spiridonova as 
leader? Lupienofsky had been a per- 
secutor of peasants. Marie Spiridono- 
va had relieved the peasants of their 
persecutors. To the simple monjiks 
Marie Spiridonova was an angel out 
of heaven. They had worshipped her 
during the elevén years of her exile 
in Siberia. She was to them a martyr, 
not a murderess. So when she fre- 
turned to Russia the peasants came 
for miles to see her, fell upon their 
knees and kissed her feet. In a week 


Marie Spiridonova was the leader of 
over 100,000,000 Russians. 

Worshiped by 

Peasantry. 

The peasants formed Soviets or 
small group governments. Every vil- 
lage, every community in Russia elect- 
ed its Soviet according to occupation. 
There were peasant soviets, me- 
chanics soviets, doctors soviets, so- 
viets of all the occupations and all the 
trades. As a great majority of the 
Russian people are farmers, peasants, 
a great majority of the soviets are 
farmers’ or peasants’ soviets. Then 
in 1917 the peasants held the first All- 
Russian Peasants’ Congress of soviets 
in Petrograd. The story of Marie 
Spiridonova’s disposal of Lupienofsky 
had been a fireside legend for eleven 
years. So when she appeared before the 
great Congress of Peasants’ Soviets, 
representing 100,000,000 of people, 
they fell down and worshiped her. To 
these simple-minded religious and 
somewhat superstitious people the fact 
of her being alive was a miracle, or at 
least proof of the intervention of God 
on their behalf. She was regarded as 
a semi—if not wholly—supernatural 
being. Of all persons she was best 
known to the peasants. So they elect- 
ed her president of the congress in 
Petrograd. Right then was bestowed 
upon Marie Spiridonova more power 
than was ever bestowed upon any 
woman save perhaps the Empress 
Catherine II. of Russia, and, speaking 
literally, Catherine stole her power, 
while Marie Spiridonova had hers fair- 
ly forced upon her. Kerensky was 
Provisional President of Russia, but 
Marie Spiridonova held 100,000,000 
Russians in the palm of her hand, 

Then ensued a short and fatal strug- 
gle between the Russian woman who 
knows not compromise and the Rus- 
sian man who is all compromise. Ma- 
rie Spiridonova knew what the peas- 
ants wanted. The land. For ages they 
had worked on the land, belonged to 
the land, believed themselves sprung 
from the land, tilled the land, made it 
produce. Yet they had never owned a 
foot of the land nor had they ever got 
more than a bare existence from it. 


Demands Land 
Be Divided Among Peasants. 


So Marie Spiridonova boldly de- 
manded that the land be taken from 
the great lords; whose title she denied, 
and parceled out among the men who 
lived on it and cultivated it. 

Everyone who knows a peasant, a 
farmer, knows of all things that he 
loves the land. Land, land, more land, 
is the cry of the liver the land. 
Marie Spiridonova knew what her 
peasants wanted. 

Marie Spiridonova and her peasants 
wanted no compromise, no concilia- 
tion. The land owners had held the 
land long enough, held it wrongly, 
they urged. Why should men who had 
stolen goods be compensated when 
compelled to return the stolen goods? 
The girl who killed Lupienofsky was 
not. likely to be considerate of the 
purses and rights of other Lupien- 
ofskys. “The land, all the land, for 
the peasants without compensation,” 
was her ultimatum to the Kerensky 
government. No compromise. Still 
Kerensky tried to compromise. He 
might as weil have tried to argue with 
a tornado or with the everlasting 
tides, 

Marie Spiridonova went from mir to 
mir, village to village, haranguing her 
all too eager listeners. She held up 


to them the hand that, eleven years 
before, had delivered them of the bru- 
tal Lupienofsky and told them that 
the same hand would deliver them 
from the hands of all the Lupienofskys 
in Russia. She called Kerensky’s 
government a “rapacious bourgeoise 
tyranny.” The peasants more than 
ever looked upon her as an angel sent 
from heaven to deliver them from their 
oppressors as she had _ delivered the 
peasants of Tamboy from Lupienofsky. 
Had she not done a great deed? Had 
she not paid for it with her blood and 
tears? What other persons in Russia 
had done so much, suffered so much 
for the peasants? 3 

There was a second congress of 
peasants’ in Petrograd. Ke- 
rensky was still conciliative. He want- 
ed to bring all faetions in Russia to- 
gether on an amicable basis. Lenin, 
Trotzky and their kind were keener 
than Kerensky. They were represen- 
tatives of mechanics rather than of 
peasants. But they that they 
could not win without the peasants. 
So they adopted Marie Spiridonova’s 
land platform, “all the land for the 
men who work upon it.” 

Lenin and Trotsky 
Gain Control. 

That turned the tide in favor of Len- 
in and Trotzky. To that time they had 
a following only among the mechanics 
and artisans as a negligible quantity 
in Russia. When Marie Spiridodnova 
threw her 100,000,000 peasants behind 
Lenin and Trotzky she made a gov- 
ernment that, despite all opposition, 
had endured in Russia for twenty 
months, where other governments en- 
dured but a few days. 

Six months passed. The Lenin gov- 
ernment had not carried out all its 
promises to divide the land among the 
peasants. Where the peasants were 
strong enough and bold enough they 
had taken the land and kept it. Where 
they were not beld enough or strong 
enough to take the land and to keep 
it they went without it. Lenin was 
more interested in his plans of indu- 
trial reform in the cities than he was 
in the distribution of the land. Marie 
called another congress of her peas- 
ants. They came from al) parts of the 
country to Petrograd. Lenin, thor- 
oughly scared, promised to be good, to 
earry out all his promises. The peas- 
ants, half assured, returned to their 
homes. Then Lenin threw Marie Spiri- 
donova inty prison. 

That was the signal for a revolt all 
over Russia. In 1,000 villages the 
peasants arose and attacked Lenin’s 
Red Guard. The adherents of Marie 
Spiridonova were as numerous as the 
sands of the sea. Lenin’s legions had 
no chance against them. He sent for 
her and suggested a compromise. He 
would release her from prison provid- 
ed she would pacify her peasants. 
Marie Spiridonova had been too long 
a stranger to compromise to make its 
acquaintance now. The girl of 19 who 
had dared to defy the Czar and his 
Black Hundreds and to shoot Lupien- 
ofsky in the very midst of his guard, 
to have scorned Cossacks and the se- 
cret police, to have endure the hor- 
rers of Siberia for eleven years, all 
alone, one little slip of a girl, was not 
likely to be seared by Nikolai Oulano- 
vitch (Lenin) when she had 100,000,00 
peasants free to come to her relief,

It has been my experience in talk- 
ing with well-informed men and wom- 
en of states in which the mutual sav- 
ings bank system does not prevail 
to find that they knew little if any- 
thing about that system and were 
generally unaware either of its 
culiar character, its extent, or its so- 
cial value. It often is not clear to 
well-informed. citizens of the central, 
southern and western parts of the 
country that the words “savings 


banks” as they know them and thé 


same words as they are known to 
the citizens of New York, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and a few other 
states mean two essentially different 
things. Not long ago, in conversa- 
tion with a person residing in- Min- 
nesota, the fact was mentioned that 
the savings banks of New York had 
no capital stock, paid no dividends, 
earned no profits for stockholders, 
that their property belonged wholly 
to the depositors, that if their busi- 
ness was wound up, their securities 
sold, their buildings and land placed 
upon the market, the proceeds would 
not go to any group of private own- 
ers, but after expenses were paid

It would 
be even more striking to stand at 
some centre in either the State of 
Connecticut or New Hampshire and 
reckon that more than one-half of the 
persons that pass are such deposi- 
tors; or that in the State of Massa- 
chusetts two-thirds are similarly sit- 
uated. Remembering that those who 
are able to save are chiefly adult 
wage earners, neither the very young 
nor the very old, and that adults form 
only about half (56.1 per cent.) of the 
total population, it will be evident 
that these busy people on the streets 
are savings depositors/in much larger 
proportion than has been stated— 
one-half of the total population alone 
furnishes the bulk of the savings de- 
positors. Thrift does not appear to 
ar so absent from American life after 
all. 

The significance, however, and the

The deposits in the Savings 
banks and savings departments of 
trust companies in New Hampshire 
were on June 30, 1918, $123,759,639.02. 
Here is a total of $5,704,493,7221.62, 
owned in small amounts by a very 
large number of persons. 

How many persons? In New York 


on the 1st of last July there were; 


8.579.057 open accounts. This was a 
net gain of 132,168 in six months. In 
Connecticut on October 1, 1918; there 
were 704,179 depositors. In Massa- 
chusetts on October 31, 1918, there 
were 2,486,884 depositors. In New 
Hampshire the savings above stated 
were the property of 259473 dposi- 
tors. Here is a total of 7,029,543 
open accounts. 

If we consider the population of 
these ‘states relatively to the number 
of separate savings bank accounts 
held therein we find in New York 
state. according to the estimate 
of the Bureau of the Census of 
July 1, 1919, a population of 
10.833.795, from which it will ap- 
pear that more than one person out 


of every three in the entire popula-/ 


tion, every one included, has an open 
account in one of the savings banks 
of thet state. In Massachusetts the 
<sult is more striking. There the 
estimated population is 3,889,607. Sub- 
stantially two persons out of every 
three in that state are depositors in 
the savings banks. In Connecticut 
the,population is estimated at 1,307,- 
163, and more than half the entire 
population are depositors in state sav- 
ings banks. In New Hampshire the 
population is estimated by the Bu- 
reau of Census as 448,274, and many 
more than half the population are de- 
positors.

In those states, indeed, where the 
institutions safeguarding the savings 
of-the people are not purely mutual 
the interest is not so direct, but it 
is nevertheless real, for tae institu- 
tions in which the savings are placed 
must live through making loans, and 
they have loaned the savings depos. 
ited in them in large sums to the 
railways by buying their securities. 
Clearly, if these securities are re- 
placed by others paying a lower rate 
of interest, as the Plumb plan pur- 
poses, then the income of the sav- 
ings institutions must shrink accord- 
ingly. There would be less from 
which to pay interest to depositors, 
and there is a strong probability, in- 
deed, almost a certainty, that the prin- 
cipal would shrink as well. The Gov- 
ernment bonds issued to replace the 
railway securities would hardly be 
sold at their par value, for to impose 
twenty billion more bonds on top of 


the twenty-four billions recently is-| 
sued is to burden the country’s cred- 
it at a time when it can bear it least. 
The experience of other nations, as| 
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soned securities to the extent of 
many hundreds of millions now own- 
ed by the workers and bring in ex- 
change securities of a lesser rate of 
return on the chance that wages may 
hereafter average so much better 
than they now are as to warrant the 
present loss. 

So far, toe, as these savings may 
be the property of the aged or of the 
very young, of the sick or those who 
are for one or another cause no 
longer active, the proposed plan el- 
fectively reduces both principat and 
interest without providing any possi- 
ble advantage in the shape of a 
greater wage return. 


It would, however, be error to let 
it be supposed that the direct inter- 
est of labor in railway securities is 
confined even to the great. totals 
above stated. The nationa] banks of 
the country on June 29, 1918, held 
$406,135,000 in railroad bonds. The 
figures for the investments of the 
stdte banks, private banks and trust 
companies in various securities are 
not sufficiently analyzed to permit an 
exact statement of what proportion 
of them was railroad securities, If, 
however, it may be assumed that 
they had invested in railway bonds 
in similar proportions to the national 
banks they would then hold in ex: 
cess of $500,000,000 in railroad bonds.

From the report of 1918 of the Super- 
intendent of Insurance of the State 


the assets of lie insurance companies 
are railroad bonds to a total par val- 
ue of $1,681,242,371. Some of the com- 
panies whose assets are a part of this 
aggregate have a peculiar relation to 
wage-earners, that is those whose 
specialty is industrial insurance. 
Without attempting to make a com- 
plete analysis of this part of our sub- 
ject, let us take as illustrations three 
companies in as many states—the 
Prudential of New Jersey, the Metro- 
politan of New York, the John Han- 
cock Insurance Company in Massa- 
chusetts. The Prudential Company 
had at the close of 1916, 13,875,638 
policies outstanding on a weekly pay- 
ment basis insuring a total of $1,851,- 
862,255. These policies are almost 
wholly owned by wage workers and 
give them solid protection which it 
would be disastrous to them and to 
the community to have endangered. 
To protect the necessary payments 
under these policies this insurance 
company held in its treasury $173,045,- 
036.53 railroad bonds and stocks taken 
at their amortized value. Examina- 
tion snows that the investment of 
these companies in railroad securl- 
ties was at the time above stated 
either the largest or the next to the 
largest group of investments the com- 
panies had. The income from these 
securities is necessary to the com- 
pany in order to pay its obligations 
on these policies. The principal of 
these securities forms an essential 
part of the reserve required by law 
and by safety to make certain pay- 
ment of the vast sum at risk. If either 
the principal or interest of these rail- 
road securities is reduced in vaiue 
these millions of workers will have 
their policies weakened. The policies 
and the investments stand and fall 
together. This is trite to any one 
trained in finance. It should be clear 
to the wage workers who own these 
policies. 

Passing to another illustration, the 
Metropolitan Insurance Company Is 
protecting the lives of 15,424,833 pol- 
icy holders by insuring them to a 
total sum of $2,032.370,668.

The obvious truth is that no group 
or class of men among us can profit 
or lose by itself alone, nor can it take 
itself even in thought from out the 
mass of all our countrymen and sep- 
arate it as an entity which can gain 
or lose without reference to the rest 
of us. We are all inextricably bound 
together. Whatever truth there may 
be in the motto-of labor that the in- 
jury of one is the injury of one is the 
injury of all is just as true of the 
whole community. The wage workers, 
all of them, will get and should get 
an increasing share in the ownership 
and management of the employing of 
orgahiations, increasing touch with 
and knowledge of the _ risks and 
problems, the losses and_ profits 
of these organizations. all this 
is welcome. The welcome, how- 
ever is not for any separate group or 
class of these workers, but for them 
all. It is the greater because it means 
that out of this larger share and priv- 
ilege and knowledge class lines will 
tend to disappear and the managing, 
owning and employing functions be- 
come at once an embodiment of capi- 
tal and ldbor. One must sympathize 
with the earnest desire of labor for 
growing and satisfactory rewards of 
toil, but these rewards are not to be 
had out of the products of labor. The 
destruction of values never helped the 
workman to greater peace and pros- 
perity. In this whole broad land few 
if any are to be found who would deny 
to labor an increasing share in the 
products of its efforts. Men of cap- 
ital have been earnest in extending 
to labor a share in management and 
the fullest knowledge of industrial 
facts, risks and profits. This is not 
a time for conflict but for peace. This 
is no time for idleness. It is the day 
of production. The facts as to the 
large ownership and interest of labor 
in the railways of the country are wel- 
come facts. There is no one who 
would not be glad to have them take 
a larger interest either in the railwegs 
or in the industries or in any other 
form of our commercial activity. The 
door of opportunity is wide open to 
the man and the woman of thrift and 
energy. This is potentially and actu- 
ally the richest nation in the world 
and this wealth is more widely dis- 
tributed than in any other. The fu- 
ture outlook of commerce {fs one of 
the greatest promise alike to labor and 
to capital and that promise may be 
made fulfillment if these two essen- 
tial factors will work together as 
brethren. The resources of our land 
are barely touched and they need both 
capital and labor to develop them and 
no one objects to labor getting en in- 
creasing share. But this is not the 
time for selfishness, for class interest, 
for class war, and in its industrial 
combats are peculiarly out of place. 
America can only grasp her great op- 
portunity to the full if she acts as a 
whole. We were a unit two years ago 
against great militant selfishness. Can 
it be possible that the reaction has 
gone so far that we are ourselves di- 
vided into militant selfish groups? 
The end of such selfishness {s never 
profit, or selfishness and self interest 
are not the same, but hostile one to 
the other and the self interest of every 
American today Mes in working with 
his fellow to the common good of our 
country. 

This article can hardly close better 
than with these fine words from a re- 
cent publication “We need forbear- 
ance, recognition of a common interest 
and of @ common cause and duty to 
share and bear the common trouble. 
We need hands joined in amity, hands 
grasping the tools of industrial pro- 
duction.”

Woman’s Corset Has Become 


By Isma Dooly. 
Well-gowned women have always 
appreciated the value of a good 
corset to their figures and the per- 
fection of their toilets, but lately 

Women generally as they are be- 
coming more common sense,are be- 
ginning to realize not only the aes- 
thetic value of the good corset, but 
the economic value of it. 

“They are demanding better and 
correctly made corsets, and corset 
factories and shops are being taxed 
to their utmost to meet this de- 
mand, and to satisfy women in their 
commendable fastidiousness in this 
direction. Where women formerly 
Bought one corset at a time, they 
now buy two, for the obvious rea- 
gon of not only keeping the “form” 


of the corset, but keeping their own 


forms in trim effect, as it adapts 
itself to the fit of the gown. 

And yet with this new interest at- 
tached by women to the importance 
of the corset, they are becoming 
more and more sane about the pres- 
ervation of health, and while women 
are most tenacious of the lines of 
their figures, only the woman who 
still does not know the art of the 
corset and its improvements wears 
a too-tight corset. She knows the 
inroads it makes upon her health 


and digestion if it is too tight, and. 


she knows that it breaks the grace 
of the figure, if anywhere it holds 
in one part of the body, only to 
let it bulge out at another. 

The Influence of Thrift. 

Women are unconsciously follow- 
ing the prineiples of thrift in the 
expenditures in dress as in other 
things. They are studying more 
carefully ajl purchases they are 
making, and they are beginning to 
realize they can live in luxury even 
if they are careful with their funds. 
and that they can save. 

To save is beginning to represent 
the aristocracy—the superiority—of 
things, and to make a study of look- 
ing the best they can, and _ still 
without spending their all on 
clothes. 

In studying the art of dress and 
its relation to the national move- 
ment to save, women have sensibly 
begun individually rather than col- 
lectively to study out the best 
methods of getting/the best result 
out of clothes. 

One of the first things a woman

looking glass is that no matter 
whatever else she has, or has not, 
she cannot get along in the fashions 
of today without a well-fitting 
corset. 

She realizes tha, no dressmaker 
or artist can make a woman look 
well in a gown made of the hand- 
somest material if that gown is not 
fitted over a good corset, and if 
that corset does not fit the wom- 
an’s figure. 

First of all, the corset must fit; 
and it takes a woman who knows 
her business to fit -it. It must fit 
not only as the woman stands in a 
posing position before the glass as 
her corsetiere fits her, but it must 
fit, and comfortably, when she is 
seated. No woman who knows 
. urchase a cor- 
set nntil she has had such a fitting. 
It makes no difference whether the 
corset is a simple one and limited 
in price or a very handsome one, it 
will mean nothing to the woman 
purchasing it unless she is sure it 
fits her. 


The idea of buying a corset ac- 
cording to some number, and be- 
lieving when she gets it home she 
can put it on and wear it success- 
fully is now a tradition. There are 
as many different kinds of figures 
among women today as there are 
faces, and it is very rare that any 
two women look enough alike for 
people to see a resemblance. 


A Good Figure. 

The only uniformity there is 
among women today is the uni- 
formity of desire for a good fig- 
ure. Individuality is a most desired 
attribute. 

When a woman is fitted well in 
her corset and presents herself to 
her dressmaker the latter can be 
governed in the fashion of the 
gown, and especially in the cutting 
of it and the making of the lines; 
for there never was a time when 
gowns were more difficult to make, 
and when more depended on the 
lines of the figure and the dress- 
maker's art. 

We are told the lines are sim- 
ple, and that is wherein lies the 
difficulty—the production of the 
art. The dressmaker has little to 
aid her in the matter of the old- 
time methods of covering up things 
with ruffles, and bands and frills. 
On the contrary, she makes her 
reputation by being able to take 
the least possible amount of ma- 
terial and adapting it to the form 
divine. when maybe the form is not 
divine. 

But therein lies the common sense 
of the woman who has learned to 
know what the basis of her toilet 
is, and who buys first of all her 
corset, going to her corsetiere be- 
fore she goes to her dressmaker. 

The Toilet. 

The latter when she sees the fig- 
ure upon which she has to express 
her art can go ahead and accom- 
plish the satisfactory toilet. She 
studies the figure before her, and 
does not add any to it, for it Is a 
well-known fact that the woman to- 
day who has on a good corset and 
goes to a good dressmaker does not 
have to resort to the old subterfuge 
of pads and cotton batting. | 

On the other hand the overfat 
woman no longer tortures herself 
with the too-tight clInthe« nor does 
she feel she must wear black and 
the dark colors always. She gets 
a well-fitting corset and knows 
that then and there she reduces the 
appearance of her flesh, and that 
her modiste is going to know how 
to soften the drapery here, and to 
accentuate a line there. 

It is obvious that when a wom- 
an’s corset fits well and her gown 
is made to fit the well-corseted 
figure, that gown is going to hold 
its own in appearance longer than 
any other, even if the sleeves may 
become a little worn and even if 
the wearer is conscious that the 
gown is no longer new, she has the 
satisfaction of seeing when she 
looks in the glass that her figure 
looks right and that the tout en- 
semble, thanks to the good corset, 
is still most passably smart. 

The advantage of two corsets is 
evident, when women recall that so 
often a garter breaks, or there 
comes a laxity in some seam of 
the corset, that one can be at once 
removed and the other one substi- 
tuted. Renovations may be at once 
made, before there is a pulling to 
one side, where the broken garter 
or the relaxed seam may be, and 
while one is being put in order the 
other is ready to take its place 
and good care may be thus taken 
of both at the same time, most es- 
pecially the lines of madame’s fig- 
ure entirely preserved. 


There are ag many kinds of cor- 
sets today as there are kinds of 
figures. and they are made to meet 
the lines of the short woman with 
the broad shoulders and high hips, 
and the tall woman, with maybe 
the sloping shoulders,. the tong 
‘waist and narrow hips.

But aside from this phase of the

to her physical welfare than her 


corset—a fact which has impelled — 


physiciansto aid corset manufactur- 
ers in the making of certain corsets. 
The first sanitariums the 


make places for those who had 
laced themselves into bad healiti. 
and into the very hands of the sur- 
geon. 

Our very own dear grandmothers 
wili tell with shameful acknow!l- 
edgement how when they were 
young and pretty, and dressing to 
put on the pretty full-skirted swiss- 
es they used to wear to parties, 
they attached their corset strings 
to the bed post and then ran away 
from it, while their colored maids 
they caught the strings and tied 
them before they could slip an iota. 

Them were the days when women 
used to faint when they waltzed too 
much; had to have smelling salts 
applied to their pretty noses when 
they found themselves in a too hot 
room, or where the perfume of ths 
lilac blossoms was too strong for 
them in the moonlight. 

Those days have been relegated to 
the fads of a period when about 
many things women were utterly 
irrational in the matter of dress, 
whatever may be some of the ob- 
jectionable fashions of today. 

The young woman of today will 
have no stays whieh will limit her 
strides when she takes her morning 
or afternoon walk, and she has reg- 
ular golf corsets to warrant her 
comfort at that time, or when she 
is playing tennis, 

She has the right kind of corsets 
for her dancing gowns, and what- 
ever else may retard her activity, 
the normal common sense young 
woman of today finds in her corset 
a support and a joy rather than a 
something which makes her uncom- 
fortable. . 

Atlanta’s Factory. 

In this newly developed interest 
in the comfort and importance of 
the corset, Atlanta women are un- 
usually lucky, for Atlanta has one 
of the first corset factories in the 
south, known as the Tailor-Made 
Corset company. 

Strange as it may seem, the fac- 
tory had its initiation through the 
desires of a woman whose objects 
were philanthropic, for she saw that 
s0 Many women were actually suf- 
fering for the need of the right 
kind of corsets. 

Fancy and high-priced corsets had 
begun to be made, which were con- 
ducive to beauty, but almost pro- 
hibitive in price and to be found al- 
most exclusively in French shops. 

This good woman, who has since 
passed into the great beyond, put 
some money into a small shop up- 
stairs and backed up the business 
through other women who conduct- 
ed it. From the peginning women 
became interested; began to see the 
value of getting their corsets com- 
fortable and to fit them. 

Then came the fashion of the 
more normal lines of the figure, 
when ‘all women began to see the 
advanage of well-made corsets to 
fit the figure. 

What may have threatened to be 
a struggling venture, became a fine 
business institution and when, sev- 
eral months ago, the founder pass- 
ed away, the enterprise had moved 
into more commodiourn quarters and 
had become one of Atlanta’s marked 
tories of the city and vicinity. 


A Georgia Woman’s 
Heroic Services. 


One day while seated in my office 
at the American embassy in London, 
in the early =. of 1916, I believe 
it was, a youn ady entered with 
letters of introduction to Ambassa- 
dor Page. She was overwhelmed 
with astonishment at seeing me, for 
she was unaware of my being there. 
It had been several years since last 
we met, and that was at the resi- 
dence of her brother, Hon. Clark 
Howell, in her home city of Atlanta. 

I refer to the accomplished Miss 
Rosalie Howell, who has just re- 
ceived notification that she has been 
awarded the Croix de Guerre by 
the French government as a token 
of its appreciation of her very effi- 
cient and untiring services in the 
military hospitals of France dur- 
ing the war. 

If I mistake not, when Miss How- 
ell was at the embassy she had just 
arrived from New York, where she 
had received the Red Cross training. 
and was en route to Belgium to 
assist in distributing relief supplies, 
this being the first duty assigned 
her. It will be noted that this was 
more than a year before the Unitea 
States entered the world war. In 
November, 1915, at New York, Miss 
Howell tendered her services to the 
allies. 

Her Thrilling Experience. 

Mis&8 Howell’s superior capabill- 
ties were soon manifested, and as a 
proficient Red Cross nurse she was 
given responsible duties in British 
hospitals on the Flanders front. A 
German airship dropped a bomb 
upon the hospital where she was 
serving,. entirely destroying one of 
the wards, and her chief orderly was 
killed, with fifteen others, nurses 
and patients, killed or wounded. 

But this awful incident did nor 
cause her to shrink from her task, 
for there flows in her veins the 
heroic blood of her gallant confed- 
erate father, Captain Evan P. How- 
ell, and with renewed courage and 
unflagging zeal she continued in her 
noble work of alleviating human 
suffering. 

A Ministering Angel. 

When the American troops arrived 
upon the scene of warfare, Miss 
Howell was assigned to the cele- 
brated hosptial of Dr. Carroll, tak- 
ing a course from him in the famous 
Carroll system of treatment of 
wounds, one of the marked surgical 
discoveries of the war. She was a 


ministering angel at the base hos- 
pital at Mentons and was iater sent 
to Chalons-Sur-Marne, where she 
encountered another exciting expe- 
rience. Zeppelins attacked the hos- 
ptial for ten days, and the staff and 
patients were removed to the wine 
cellars of Chalons, where they were 
compelled to remain until it was 
safe to return to the partly demol- 
ished hospital. 

With the signing of the armistice 
Miss Howell was put in charge of 
one of the Red Cross establishments 


in Paris, where she ministered to 
American soldiers, performing her 
duty with as much ardor as when 
she first entered the service at the 
height of the great war, and 
throughout the entire sanguinary and 
gigantic conflict. 

Miss Howell has returned to At- 


lanta, but she is not content .to be 
passive, for she has accepted the 
chairmanship of the third Red Cross 
roll call, in the southern division of 
the American Red Cross. To Miss 
me ae 2 due a Lert and 2 gar 
beyon @ power o anguage to 
express.—John T. Boifeuillet, in Ma- 
con News.

‘‘The World 
Shut Out.”’ 


In his last book, entitled “The 
»World Shut Out,” Norval Richardson 
reflects, as he always does, the at- 
mosphere he is in when he writes, 
drawing from the characteristics of 
the people as history records them 
and as he gets his 
them in the present, 

In this last book the theme is a 
simple one, essentially romantic, 
and he makes a charming blend of 
atmosphere around the love affair 
of a typical American man, and an 
intensely Italian woman. 

He stages the most crucial mo- 
ments in the life of both of them 
against a background of the most 
extensive and beautiful scenery, 
continually illumined by the Ital- 
ian sunlight one moment. Then 
modified the next by the night skies 
and their softer lights, as his actors 
meet in a garden subtly perfumed 
with lilac blossoms. 

One cannot but turn back the 
pages to read again the pictures the 
writer continually paints in the mind

One could imagine the ambitious 
artist. even takening Mr. Richard- 
son’s new story as a text book, from

Mr. Richardson is first secretary 
to the American embassy in Rome. 
where he first went with the former 
ambassador, Thomas Nelson Page.

: Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, Mrs. Oliver 
Harriman and Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt are among the American wom- 
en leaders who are appealing with 
the Near East relief committee ,of 
America for the suffering Armen- 
ians. 

A little Armenian waif who had 
no place in which to sleep except a 
manger, like another child of long 
ago, was recently discoVered by Nea: 
East relief workers in Damascu: 
says a letter received today at th: 
organization’s headquarters at 1 
Madison avenue, New York city. : 
Terrified at being found, and fear- 
ful of being driven from even such 
a refuge as the manger afforded 
him, the little boy, who seemed 
about five or six, years old, at first 
refused to talk. Finally, he said 
that he had slept in the manger for 
several months. Such food as he 
had had he had begged on the 
streets of Damascus. ®@ was, how- 
ever, a mere little brown-eyed pack- 
et of skin and bones, no heavier 
than a baby a few months old. 
Although the Near East relief 
committee is already caring for be- 
tween 70,000 and 80,000 Armenian 
and Syrian children in its orphan- 
ages, there are still 250,000 home- 
less babies to be housed, clothed, 
fed and educated. Many of these lit- 
tle children are sleeping in the 
streets. They would be glad to find 
a friendly manger. 

The women of America are being 
asked to make a special Christmas 
gift. to these little waifs, since 
Christmas is the day that belongs to 
children, and to the Baby of the 
Manger. They are asked to follow 
the example of Mrs. Woodrow Wil- 
son in adopting one of these little 
Armenian or Syrian types, by long 
distance, and so making sure that 
he has a place to sleep and some- 
thing to eat. They can do this by 
sendin him money and clothing 
through Near East Relief, 1 Madison 
avenue, New York. 

Five dollars a month will feed a 
child in the Near East.
